Our  customers  are  planting  more  pears  than  ever 
before.  People  are  beginning  to  find  that  pears  are 
pretty  good  bearers  and  that  they  are  one  of  the  most  de¬ 
licious  of  all  fruits.  Take  good  care  of  your  trees  and 
they  will  bear  early  for  you.  Unlike  other  fruit,  it 
should  not  be  allowed  to  ripen  on  the  tree,  but  should  be 
picked  green  and  stored  in  a  dark,  cool  place,  where  it 
will  ripen  perfectly.  Pears  do  well  on  almost  any  type 
cf  soil  but  seem  to  prefer  heavy  clay  land  for  best  re¬ 
sults.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  fill  in  the  hole,  around  the 
roots  with  rocks,  old  iron  etc.,  so  that  the  tree  will  not 
grow  so  rankly.  This  decreases  the  fertility  of  the  soil 
and  lessens  blight.

HOW  TO  PLANT  ROSES  SUCCESSFULLY. 

Roses  can  be  transplanted  successfully  if  the  follow¬ 
ing  directions  are  observed.  First,  cut  back  the  tops 
severely,  cutting  back  each  cane  to  two,  three  or  four  buds. 
Shorten  the  roots  a  little.  Do  not  expose  roots  to  sun 
or  wind.  Second,  dig  a  roomy  hole  at  least  six  inches 
wider  than  spread  of  roots  and  set  plant  deep,  well  down 
in  hole.  Fill  hole  two-thirds  full  of  rich  soil,  tamping 
the  soil  firmly  around  the  roots  as  it  is  being  filled  up, 
Third,  water  the  plant  thoroughly  and  generously,  allow¬ 
ing  water  to  soak  in  ground  before  filling  the  hole. 
Fourth,  cover  the  newly  set  plant  with  a  mound  of  soil 
at  least  six  inches  high,  completely  covering  the  plant. 
This  prevents  the  plant  from  drying  out.  After  a  four 
or  five  inch  growth  has  pushed  through  the  soil,  then 
rake  away  the  mound  of  dirt  from  the  plant  gently. 
Follow  these  directions  and  success  will  be  yours  and 
don’t  forget  to  protect  your  roses  during  the  winter 
months  by  mounding  up  dirt  and  covering  with  leaves. 

These  are  strong,  two-year  number  one  field  grown 
plants .  which  will  bloom  freely  the  first  year,  excepting 
the  climbing  roses.  We  have  added  to  our  list  many 
of  the  new  varieties  and  especially  recommend  those 
marked  with  a  *.

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RULE — Multiply  the  distance  in  feet  between  the  rows,  by  the  distance,  in  feet,  the  plants  are  apart  in  the  rows. 
The  product  will  be  the  number  of  square  feet  required  for  each  plant  which,  divided  into  the  number  of  square  feet 
in  an  acre  (43,560),  will  give  the  number  of  trees  or  plants  required  for  an  acre.

Be 
careful  to  write  sizes  in  order  as  they  are  listed  in  this 
Price  List,  and  DO  NOT  under  any  circumstance  write 
even  size,  as  5  feet,  6  feet,  18  inches,  etc. 

5.  Confine  your  sales  to  central  delivery  points. 
Avoid  making  deliveries  at  every  little  town. 

6.  Terms  of  payment  are,  CASH  ON  DELIVERY. 

7.  Carefully  check  up  PAYING  ABILITY  of  your 
orders.  Talk  these  matters  over  with  bankers,  mer¬ 
chants,  justices  of  the  peace,  etc.  They  will  give  you 
this  information.  We  want  good  orders  that  will  cash 
in  at  delivery  time. 

8.  All  orders  must  be  signed  by  customers.  Get 
the  signature  of  the  party  who  owns  the  real  estate 
upon  which  stock  is  to  be  planted.
